Mich ael J. Don n elly , presiden t of th e 
Amalgamated Meat Cutters an d Butch ­ 
er Workmen of America, h as ordered 
a strike of all th e members of h is or­ 
gan ization employ ed in New York by 
Sch warzsch ild & Sulzberger an d th e 
Un ited Dressed Beef compan y . 
Th e 
order, wh ich was telegraph ed to New 
York last n igh t, does n ot go in to effect 
un til Sun day , as th e men in th e East­ 
ern packin g plan ts do n ot report for 
work on Saturday . 
Th e decision to ex ten d th e strike to 
th e East was n ot taken un til after 
Mr. Don n elly an d h is associates h ad 
spen t th e day in fruitless effort to ar­ 
ran ge a meetin g with represen tatives 
of th e Eastern packers wh o came to 
Ch icago to acq uain t th emselves with 
th e situation h ere. 
Th e gen eral be­ 
lief was th at th e New York packers 
h ad come West to make terms with 
th e butch ers, but if such was th e case 
th ey ch an ged th eir min ds after in ves 
ligatin g th e progress th at h ad been 
made h ere in workin g th e plan ts with 
n on -un ion employ es. At 5 o’clock last 
n igh t, wh en Homer D. Call, secretary 
of th e n ation al organ ization of th e 
butch er workmen , made a fin al appeal 
over th e teleph on e to th e'represen ta­ 
tives of Sch warzch dd & Sulzberger for 
a meetin g between th e members of 
th at firm an d th e officers of h is un ion , 
h e was told th at th e Eastern packers 
h ad n ptn in g to offer th e men sh ould 
such a meetin g be arran ged, an d th at 
th e con feren ce would on ly h e a waste 
of time. 
Wh en th is an n oun cemen t of 
th e Eastern packers h ad been com­ 
mun icated to Mr. Don n elly h e decided 
on th e strike order. 
Th at th e probabilities of a settle­ 
men t by th e opposin g in terests in Ch i­ 
cago are as remote as ever, was plain ­ 
ly demon strated wh en Hen ry C. Wal­ 
lace of Des Moin es, la., an d A. L. 
Ames of Buckin gh am, la., called on 
th e differen t packers with a proposi­ 
tion from th e strike leaders offerin g 
to con cede th e most importan t poin t 
In th e con troversy if th e employ ers 
would agree to ren ew peace n egotia­ 
tion s. 
Mr. Wallace an d Mr. Ames 
were told by th e packers th at th ere 
was n o possible ch an ce for an y fur­ 
th er con ciliatory move an d th at th e 
packers were n ow in a position wh ere 
th ey could ign ore th e labor un ion s an d 
th at th ey proposed to do so. 
Th e 
packers' an swer was delivered to th e 
strike leaders, an d th e men from Iowa 
left for h ome. 
From a statemen t made by Presi­ 
den t Don n elly it would appear th at 
th e meji are becomin g an x ious to get 
h ack to work. 
“We sh all be glad to 
con fer with represen tatives of th e 
packers at an y time,” said Mr. Don ­ 
n elly . 
"Wh ile I can n ot say th at our 
position is in an y way ch an ged, we are 
n ot an x ious to kd^p up a run n in g figh t 
an d sh all be glad if a settlemen t can 
h e effected.”

At a meetin g of th e leaders of th e 
men on strike last n igh t a resolution 
was adopted den oun cin g th e city ad­ 
min istration , in cludin g May or Carter 
H. Harrison , Ch ief of Police O’Neill 
an d In spector Hun t. Th e latter is th e 
officer wh o arrested Presiden t Golden 
of th e team sters’ un ion . 
It was also 
decided at th e meetin g to appeal to 
Sh eriff Th omas Barrett for protection .

water wTith wh ich th e well h ad been 
partly filled to h old th e gly cerin e 
down wh en sh ot. 
It is h e n ature of 
n itrogly cerin e 
to evaporate rapidly 
w’h en n ot con fin ed an d wh en distrib­ 
uted all down th e sides of th e well as 
in th is case, it jMisses up very rapidly 
n th e form of almost deadly gas.
